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Supreme Court overturns Roe v. Wade 


States can ban 
abortion freely

WASHINGTON — The 
Supreme Court on Friday 
stripped away the nation’s 
constitutional protections 
for abortion that had stood 
for nearly a half-century. 
The decision by the court’s 
conservative majority over- 
turned the landmark Roe v. 
Wade ruling and is expected 
to lead to abortion bans in 
roughly half the states. 

The ruling, unthinkable 


just a few years ago, was 
the culmination of decades 
of efforts by abortion oppo- 
nents, made possible by an 
emboldened right side of the 
court fortified by three ap- 
pointees of former President 
Donald Trump. 

Both sides predicted the 
fight over abortion would 
continue, in state capitals, 
in Washington and at the 
ballot box. Justice Clarence 
Thomas, part of Friday’s 
majority, urged colleagues 
to overturn other high court 
rulings protecting same-sex 
marriage, gay sex and the 
use of contraceptives. 

Pregnant women con- 
sidering abortions already 


had been dealing with a 
near-complete ban in Okla- 
homa and a prohibition after 
roughly six weeks in Texas. 
Clinics in at least five other 
states — Alabama, Kentucky, 
Missouri, Wisconsin and 
West Virginia — stopped per- 
forming abortions after Fri- 
day’s decision. 

Abortion foes cheered the 
ruling, but abortion-rights 
supporters, including Pres- 
ident Joe Biden, expressed 
dismay and pledged to fight 
to restore the rights. 

“It’s a sad day for the court 
and for the country,” Biden 
said at the White House. 
He urged voters to make it 
a defining issue in the No-

The three Wabash County 
planning commissions don’t 
generally meet together or on 
a lighted stage. 

But, a special joint meet- 
ing last week was signifi- 
cant enough to warrant such 


changes. 

Members of the combined 
Wabash County, Wabash and 
North Manchester plan com- 
missions met Thursday, June 
16 on stage in the auditorium 
of Wabash High School to 
approve the recently-released 
Imagine One 85 (1085) Com- 
prehensive Plan. 

The meeting was led 
by Grow Wabash County 
(GWC) president and CEO 
Keith Gillenwater and Com- 
munity Foundation of Wa- 
bash County (CFWC) execu- 
tive director Patty Grant. 


In introducing the item, 
Grant referenced one of her 
favorite idioms, “If you want 
to go fast go alone, but if you 
want to go far, go with oth- 
ers.” 

“I am certain with your 
leadership we can go far,’ 
said Grant. 

In March, the CFWC and 
GWC released the first pub- 
licly available version of the 
IO85 comprehensive plan. 
The group had been hard 
at work on the project for 
months. This planning pro- 
cess was launched in July 


2020 and was anticipated to 
last 14 months in total. Doz- 
ens of community members 
gathered for the Imagine One 
85 Summit on July 14, 2021, 
in Honeywell Center Plaza, to 


help provide their input into 


the proposed plan. 

Marilyn Custer-Mitchell, 
who is on the GWC board 
and has lived in Wabash 
County for nearly 15 years, 
said she thought it was “won- 
derful that we have a coun- 
ty-wide plan that everyone’s

The Wabash County Mu- 
seum received three grants 
in June toward their work to 
become a “Sensory Friendly 
Museum.” 

The proposed changes 
would be designed specifical- 
ly for guests who are on the 


autism spectrum, said execu- 
tive director Teresa Galley. 
Galley attended an awards 
ceremony on June 14 at Sub- 
aru in Lafayette to accept a 
$12,000 check towards this 
effort. This award followed 
two others that were received 
earlier in the month from the 
Floyd A. & Frieda S. Guynn 
Foundation and the Leah M. 


Sundheimer Foundation. 

“We have been over- 
whelmed by the positive 
response to our efforts to 
become a ‘Sensory Friendly 
Museum,” said Galley. “One 
in six members of the Wabash 
County community are affect- 
ed by sensory-friendly issues. 
We want the museum to be 
an inclusive place that fully 
engages all of our guests. The 
museum’s work to become 
sensory-friendly began about 
a year ago with an assessment 


from an autism specialist. 
With these grants, we now 
have the funding to begin the 
process.” 

Galley said the planning 
process has already begun. 

“When the project is com- 
plete, the team will have 
tackled challenges like noise 
pollution created when sever- 
al auto-triggered exhibits are 
in the same area, something 
that can negatively affect

On May 13, the 
ISDH reported the 156th lo- 
cal death was recorded May 
2. Before that, the last time 
a local COVID-19 death was 
reported was March 18. On 
May 18, in response to a 
Plain Dealer request, ISDH 
media relations coordinator 
Megan Wade-Taxter said the 
local death which occurred 
March 18 was the 154th lo- 
cal death. One other local 
death, which was added to 
the count after March 18, oc- 
curred on Feb. 7.

We come to her family’s 
old summer house and turn 
on the AC and I attend to 
my email, fifty deletions, 
four replies, and then I post 
on Facebook a comment 
on the benefits of being 
a cancelee in this cancel 
culture (you find out who 
your true friends are) that 
is read and liked by 494 
persons. I like this. Back in 
my day, I could’ve written 
a letter to the editor of the 
morning paper about public 
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shaming and 
friendship, 
and maybe it 
would’ve ap- 
peared four 
days later, 
and maybe 
two friends 
would’ ve 
said, “I saw 
your letter to 
the editor.” But now, hav- 
ing written three sentences, 
I find out in a few hours 
that 494 persons have 
friendly feelings toward 
me. A gentle rain on the 
roof. 

How many friends does a 
person need? Thousands? 
No, 494 makes me happy. 
My wife sits on the porch 
reading an e-book bor- 
rowed from the library and 
then she comes in to show 
me, on her iPhone, video of 
the family of foxes cavort- 
ing in the woods a hundred 
feet away.

My wife loves 
this porch because she sat 
here with her grandfather 
and grandmother when she 
was a little girl.

A 
fox trots across the lawn. 
Saamiya speaks from In- 
dia. A general blessedness 
is in the air. 

Other people can dread 
the future persuasively, 
and God bless them, but I 
imagine a world in which 
people feel drawn together 
by digital democracy and 
find a humane commonal- 
ity, in which life is made 
simpler in small crucial 
ways, and meanwhile 
medicine continues to take 
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great leaps. In two months 
I shall have a mitral valve 
replaced by an ace surgical 
team, most of them half 
my age, which, assuming 
success, which of course I 
do, opens the door to my 
reaching the age of 97, my 
mother’s ultimate age, or 
101, my editor Roger An- 
gell’s, which would let me 
see more of the future than 
I was counting on, a very 
happy thought. 

I’ve been a writer since 
my mitral valve problem 
got me excused from 
football when I was 14 
and instead of enduring 
humiliation at the hands of 
bigger boys, I wrote sports 
for the Anoka Herald and 
my aunt Eleanor read my 
stuff and said it was good. 
My parents believed that 
praising their children 
would encourage the sin 
of pride so they didn’t 
but my aunt took it as her 
auntly duty, and she was 
my most athletic aunt and 
most literate, and she was a 
force in my life. ’ve never 
gone to a shrink, I just sit 
down and write, and this is 
a gift, along with the blood 
thinner and the anti-seizure 
meds and the woman on 
the porch. 

So I’ve canceled my 80th 
birthday party in August, 
to which I would’ve invited 
all 494 of you, because I 
don’t want COVID-19 to 
get in the way of the valve 
replacement that can send 
me tap-tap-tapping into my 
nineties. I’m a happy man 
of simple tastes. If you 
offered me some super sex, 
I'd be happy with the soup.

guests with hearing challeng- 
es or noise sensitivities,” said 
Galley. “The museum will 
be zoned based on the sen- 
sory benefits and challenges 
guests might experience in 
different areas and a ‘Sensory 
Friendly Zone Map’ will be 
created. These are just a few 
examples of improvements 
the museum team plans to 
accomplish with this project.” 

Also, on Monday, Galley 
appeared before the Wabash 
County Commissioners to 
submit their 2023 budget re- 
quest. 


Galley said the Wabash 
County Museum has been 
open fully at 36 E. Mar- 
ket St. since 2006. Their 
20,000-square-foot building 
features more than 90 exhib- 
its and a collection of almost 
200,000 items. 

Galley said since January, 
they have served more than 
900 children through field 
trips, and are set up to serve 
anywhere from pre-school to 
college-aged students. 

Galley said they finished 
2021 “very strong” and was 
able to pay off some mort- 
gage debt. 

“We are very proud of that 
work,” said Galley. “We want 
to focus our funds back into 


doing more for the commu- 
nity.” 

Galley said while they are 
planning to break even for 
2022, costs were up across 
the board. 

As a result, Galley said they 
were asking for $40,000 in 
the 2023 county budget, up 
from the $38,500 they have 
requested during the last few 
years. 

Chairman Barry Eppley 
said they would take the re- 
quest under advisement.

engaged in.” 

“We consider Wabash 
County our home and we 
plan to stay here,’ said 
Custer-Mitchell. “I think we 
need to change this trend. It’s 
important to the future of our 
county.” 

While northeast Indiana’s 
11-county region has con- 
sistently grown for four de- 
cades, Wabash County has 
not. The 11-county region’s 
2020 population total was 
797,701 people for Adams, 
Allen, DeKalb, Huntington, 
Kosciusko, LaGrange, Noble, 
Steuben, Wabash, Wells and 
Whitley counties, compared 
to 759,086 in 2010. The three 
counties that lost population 
in the past decade were Hun- 
tington, Noble and Wabash 
counties at 462, 79 and 1,912 
residents respectively. 

Jim Smith, who is a former 
member of the Wabash Coun- 
ty Council and is currently 
president of the North Man- 
chester Town Council, said 
he wanted to thank GWC, 
CFWC and the “hundreds 
of citizens who have devoted 
many, many hours.” 

“This plan sets out a hope to 
reverse our downward spiral 
of population loss by involv- 
ing the entire county,” said 
Smith. “This is our best shot 
to grow and prosper. This is 


our best hope to come togeth- 
er and address population 
decline. If this plan is not en- 
dorsed and followed, we are 
in the not too distant future 
likely to not have a critical 
mass of people in the county 
to serve.” 

After four decades of popu- 
lation decline, there are now 
around 5,000 fewer residents, 
a 14 percent decline, one-half 
of the city of Wabash. To re- 
gain the local population and 
continue to grow as commu- 
nities, Wabash County will 
need to add 85 households 
each year. In addition to gen- 
eral population loss, Wabash 
County’s labor force has tak- 
en a significant hit over the 
past few years, down from 
15,048 in December 2019 to 
14,234 in December 2020. 

“This plan in my mind is 
not about everybody on that 
stage or everybody in the au- 
dience, it’s about the students 
who walk through the doors 
of this school and every el- 
ementary school and high 
school throughout the coun- 
ty,’ said Mayor Scott Long. 
“We have to reverse this 
trend of population loss. For 
a number of years, the city of 
Wabash, North Manchester 
and the county has built a col- 
laboration together. It wasn’t 
always that way. We’ve 
worked together. We’re all in 
the same boat now. This plan 
is going to make sure that 
everybody is rowing in the 


same direction and we’re not 
rowing against each other.” 

The stated goal of Imagine 
One 85 is to come up with a 
plan that “will ensure our fu- 
ture is not left to chance.” 

The 100-page, seven-chap- 
ter plan includes 85 action 
items aimed at growing Wa- 
bash County’s population. 

The plan’s 85 unique rec- 
ommendations are organized 
into four topic areas that 
emerged through communi- 
ty engagement sessions and 
technical analysis. 

These areas include: 

Great Places: Preserving, 
enhancing, and strengthening 
the natural environment. 

Prosperity: Fostering a 
strong entrepreneurial spirit, 
growing the economy and 
supporting educational and 
professional development. 

Housing and Community: 
Increasing residential options 
and diversifying housing 
stock. 

Foundations: Strengthening 
and modernizing infrastruc- 
ture and improving com- 
munity connections, design, 
and efficiency. First to be 
addressed are a select num- 
ber of priority actions aimed 
at reversing population de- 
cline. The plan closes with an 
implementation agenda that 
keeps the plan moving for- 
ward and avoids the common 
problem of comprehensive 
plans — good plans that get 
shelved. 


Funded in part by a GIFT 
VII leadership grant to the 
Community Foundation 
from Lilly Endowment, the 
efforts included an in-depth 
study of County econom- 
ics and demographics. An- 
nounced in June 2019, the 
comprehensive work had 
has engaged multiple firms 
in the technical analysis. 
They included: the Com- 
munity Research Institute 
at Purdue University Fort 
Wayne, Transform Consult- 
ing Group, Becker Consult- 
ing, Make No Small Plans, 
planning NEXT, Ninigret 
Partners LLC, Burges & 
Niple, Policy Analytics and 
One Lucky Guitar. 

After each of the boards ac- 
cepted the plan, in turn, the 
audience erupted in a short 
burst of applause. 

Gillenwater said the next 
steps would be to take the 
plan to the local public bodies 
including the Wabash County 
Commissioners, Wabash City 
Council and North Manches- 
ter Town Council for final 
adoption.

How Watergate informs us today 


ifty years ago, the “arrest heard 

around the world” kicked off a 
chapter of American history that is 
disturbingly similar to where we find 
ourselves now. 

In 1972, a break-in at the Democratic 
National Headquarters at the Water- 
gate Hotel in Washington, D.C., led to 
groundbreaking investigative journal- 
ism and a congressional hearing that 
eventually unseated President Richard 
Nixon. Today, another president 
stands accused of engaging in criminal 
conspiracy. But this time, the stakes 
are even higher, as it’s not just Donald 
Trump’s personal political ambitions 
at stake, but the future of democracy 
itself. 

(A historical note to readers: One of 
the Watergate burglars’ other crimes 
was a bungled attempt to break into 
Hank Greenspun’s safe in the Las 
Vegas Sun offices. At the time of the 
Sun break-in, we didn’t know why 
someone tried to get into the safe. We 
learned the answer during the Water- 
gate hearings when it was revealed that 
Watergate “plumbers” tried to break 
into the safe looking for files from 
Howard Hughes that Nixon feared 
revealed his corruption.) 

The legacy of the Watergate scandal 
is often focused on Nixon’s eventual 
resignation, and the arrest and convic- 
tion of 48 top Nixon administration 
officials. This was certainly the most 
immediate impact of the scandal and 
subsequent investigation and hearings. 
But arguably, the larger legacy of 
Watergate is in the broken relationship 
and ongoing lack of trust in elected 
officials that still pervades American 
society today. 

Watergate proved that institutions 
could hold up under the weight of 
corruption, but also demonstrated that 
reforms were needed to protect the 
system against similar abuses and hold 
politicians to higher, albeit sometimes 
unreachable, standards. 

It also had a deep impact on popular 
culture. The Watergate scandal gave 
rise to entirely new genres of books, 
films, television shows and, eventu- 


ally, video games, whose narratives 
are driven by government conspiracy, 
cover-up and criminality in the name 
of personal political gain. 

The most well-known and well-re- 
spected film about Watergate, the 
1976 film “All the President’s Men,” 
is based on book by Washington Post 
journalists Bob Woodward and Carl 
Bernstein, who broke the Watergate 
story. 

In the film, Woodward met with 
the informant “Deep Throat’ in the 
early-morning darkness of a parking 
garage in Virginia. Deep Throat tells 
Woodward to “follow the money.” 

This week, the Jan. 6 hearing 
demonstrated that Deep Throat’s 
advice remains true today. Trump’s 
campaign raised more than $250 
million by spreading a lie that it knew 
was untrue. While being marketed as 
going to a nonexistent “Election De- 
fense Fund,” the money was actually 
funneled through the Save America 
PAC that sent millions of dollars to 
Trump-owned businesses and pro- 
Trump political organizations. 

If you follow the money, it’s clear 
that Trump’s charade is nothing more 
than another gimmick designed to line 
the pockets of a failed businessman 
and perpetual snake-oil salesman 
named Donald Trump. The marks in 
Trump’s con were the same people 
he’s been lying to since he announced 
his candidacy: his followers. 

Later in “All the President’s Men,’ 
Deep Throat offers another insight, 
telling Woodward that “The truth is, 
these are not very bright guys, and 
things got out of hand.” 

During the two years of campaigning 
leading up to Trump’s 2016 election, 
the four years of the Trump presidency 
and 18 months of investigation of the 
Jan. 6 insurrection, a narrative has 
formed in some circles that Trump is 
simply not very bright, and that things 
just got out of hand. 

Thursday’s congressional hearings 
and recent reporting by The Washing- 
ton Post show that the reality is much 
darker. 


Trump engaged in an active 
campaign to ignore the Constitution, 
overturn the results of the 2020 elec- 
tion and declare himself president — all 
while scheming to enrich himself and 
his friends. This is the definition of a 
dictatorship. 

This bears repeating: The current 
leader of the Republican Party in the 
United States aspires to be a dictator 
and actively engaged in a conspiracy 
to overturn the Constitution, cheat 
American voters and declare himself 
the leader of the country. 

Fortunately, despite four years of 
bowing to Trump, more sensible 
minds eventually prevailed among his 
inner circle. When Trump attempted 
to engage the Justice Department in 
assisting him with his coup, he was 
rejected. When he attempted to engage 
the secretaries of state and attorneys 
general of seven states in his coup, he 
was rejected. And when he attempted 
to engage his vice president, Mike 
Pence, in his coup, he was rejected. 
Every court he turned to rejected every 
case brought. Even his own family 
members and campaign staffers, peo- 
ple who had dedicated thousands of 
hours to his reelection efforts, told him 
his plans were illegal, unconstitutional 
and dangerous. 

This led to Trump’s actions that were 
perhaps the most strikingly similar to 
Watergate: He turned to known associ- 
ates, whom he had called upon before 
to do his dirty work. 

For Nixon, it was Cuban dissidents 
— burglars, locksmiths and special 
operations experts with a history of 
doing the bidding of Nixon and the 
CIA. Those were the five men arrested 
at the Watergate Hotel 50 years ago. 

For Trump, his trusted army was 
violent white nationalists, Proud 
Boys who publicly proclaimed, “Pm 
telling you, if Pence caved, we’re 
gonna drag motherers through the 
streets.” They stormed the Capitol, 
led an insurrection that threatened 
the lives of elected representatives of 
the U.S. and led to the deaths of at 
least two police officers. 


Nixon was not physically present 
inside Democratic headquarters at 
the Watergate Hotel and neither was 
Trump physically leading the assault at 
the Capitol. But make no mistake, just 
as Nixon was responsible for the Wa- 
tergate break-in, Trump was the leader 
of the insurrection. He is responsible 
for its violence. The mob was there at 
Trump’s behest, responding directly to 
Trump’s call. We know this because 
dozens of members of the mob told us 
so, in their own words. 

Watergate occurred in a different 
era of American politics and history. 
But the lessons of it are clear: political 
corruption and the undermining of 
American democracy cannot be 
allowed to stand without consequence. 
The Watergate hearings led to Nixon’s 
resignation, criminal convictions of 
48 top Nixon officials and significant 
reforms. 

Trump and his band of violent 
criminal thugs deserve much worse. 
American citizens died because of 
their actions. The hearings are the first 
steps in holding him accountable, but 
they are also a sorely lacking tribute to 
the legacy and lessons of Watergate. 

Instead of repeating history, the 
American people, at every level of 
society and government, must reject 
the dictator Trump and all those who 
offer their support to this enemy of the 
United States and its constitution. If 
we fail to do so, we risk a continued 
escalation of corruption, conspiracy 
and autocracy. 

Fifty years ago, paying a band of 
petty criminals to break into an office 
and then covering it up was considered 
so corrupt that a president was forced 
to resign or face impeachment and 
removal from office. Today, despite in- 
citing a violent insurrection at the seat 
of the government, Trump has thus far 
escaped serious consequences. 

Fortunately, Pence and others came 
through when it really mattered. But if 
we continue down this path, we may 
not be so lucky moving forward.

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The Federal Reserve 
fell asleep 


As a Babson MBA graduate, 
I am highly disappointed with 
the Federal Reserve’s very 
late recognition of the run- 
away inflation impacting our 
country.

The Fed is a non-partisan 
entity responsible for the 
implementation of monetary 
policy. The U.S. administra- 
tions are responsible for fiscal 
policy. For example, spending 
and taxes. 

The COVID-19 pandemic 
during the period 2020 to 
2021 necessitated the imple- 
mentation of relief plans, 
which had the Treasury 
Department pump almost $4 
trillion in programs and tax 
credits into the U.S. economy. 
The availability of these funds 
and the savings accumulated 
by consumers in 2020 and 
2021 provided a springboard 
of demand unleashed in the 
last half of 2021 and into 
2022. This created the pri- 
mary impetus for escalating 
inflation. A secondary cause 
has been the supply chain 
constraints, and a tertiary 
cause is the Ukrainian War. 

But where was the Fed in its 
role to implement monetary 
policy and control inflation? 
During 2020-2021 the Fed 
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kept its federal funds’ rate 
at a bottom floor level of 0 
percent to .25 percent, and 
with Quantitative Easing 
(QE) increased its balance 
sheet assets from $4 trillion 
to $9 trillion. This monetary 
policy was designed to com- 
bat the economic impact of 
the pandemic, but inflation- 
ary pressures were ramping 
up around the middle of 
2021 when I stated to family 
members the Fed should be 
increasing interest rates and 
ending its QE program. The 
Fed continued its near-ze- 
ro interest rate and large 
monthly purchases of tens of 
billions of dollars in Treasury 
securities into 2022, which 
increased the money supply 
and the availability of bank 
loans. This was expansionist 
and continued the upward 
inflationary pressures. 
As inflation kept surging 
the Fed erroneously believed 
the increased inflation was 
transitory and would subside. 
The Fed finally woke up and 
determined inflation was per- 
vasive and started belatedly 
raising interest rates and end- 
ing its purchases of Treasury 
securities in March.

If America was founded on 
divine guidance mediated 
through its faith-inspired 
founding fathers and moth- 
ers, it is easy to see why it 
has gone off the rails today. 
America’s faith is flopping 
around like a fish out of water 
with no one available to 
release it back into the stream.

Connection is the key

he Texas school shooting in Uvalde shook our 

nation to the core and left many of us strug- 
gling. Unfortunately, the unknowns and whys seem 
to outweigh the solutions, but preventive measures 
do exist. Coming together as a community, paying 
attention to those who are struggling, reaching out to 
them, standing in the gaps and youth development all 
make a difference. Young people connected to their 
communities, who have positive caring adults in their 
lives and who engage in positive activities are far less 
likely to commit acts of violence and other high-risk 
behaviors. Every citizen can add value to the lives of 
young people. Here are some ideas and tips so that 
you can help prevent tragedies like what we saw in 
Texas: 

Spend time outdoors with children and teens and 
encourage them to have outdoor time. Plan a picnic or 
take a walk. 

Plant a garden and solicit help from young people. 
Maybe even allow them to give some of the vegeta- 
bles away- instilling empathy and service to others in 
them. 

Connect young people to animals. Help them under- 
stand the value of life and the care involved. 

Talk to children and ask them if they feel safe. 
Follow their lead and help them find perspective and 
safety. Check back in periodically. 

Help a young person with his or her homework 

Ask children and teens about their goals and dreams. 
Then help them find ways to work toward them. 

Be a good role model. Children and teens are 
watching. 

Ask a local church, school or organization that 
serves youth how you can help. 

Establish goals, expectations and values as a family 
and community. Remember to re-visit them periodi- 
cally. 

These suggestions are not meant to minimize or 
placate the teen mental health crisis in our country. 
According to the Centers for Disease Control (CDC), 
more than 40 percent of teens said they felt sad or 
hopeless during 2021. Parents, friends, and families 
must stay vigilant and say something if we see some- 
thing. If you see someone in crisis, call the National 
Suicide Prevention Lifeline at 800-273-TALK (8255).

The Legacy Heights proj- 
ect is being constructed on 
the former site of Parkview 
Wabash Hospital, which was 
located on East Street. The 
new Parkview Wabash Hos- 
pital location was opened 
in 2018 off of Highway 24. 
The push for a new hospi- 
tal started a decade before, 
when what was then the Wa- 
bash County Hospital Board 
reviewed the costs to build 
a new facility compared to 
renovating the existing hos- 
pital.

Smyth said Long had re- 
cently authorized a new 
down payment initiative “to 
make the dream of home- 
ownership a reality for those 
who want to make Wabash 
their home.” 

Due to a resolution passed 
during an August 2021 Wa- 
bash City Council meeting, 
local home buyers will have 
the new financing tool at 
their disposal. The resolu- 
tion enters the city into a 
cooperative agreement with 
the Indianapolis Housing 
Agency (IHA) to participate 
in the Hoosier Homes Pro- 
gram. 

The IHA sponsors and ad- 
ministers the Indiana Hous- 
ing Initiative, also known as 
the Hoosier Homes Program, 


to “provide a homeown- 
ership program with com- 
petitive HUD, Fannie Mae 
and Freddie Mac eligible 
mortgage loans and down 
payment and closing cost 
assistance towards the pur- 
chase of existing and newly 
constructed homes.” 

Long said this financing 
tool is used in around three 
dozen states throughout the 
country. The IHA is the state 
authority for this funding 
program. 

Long said the program 
would not cost the city any- 
thing and that a per loan 
fee will be paid to the city 
in the amount of .0025 per- 
cent of the first mortgage 
amount of every loan origi- 
nated through this program. 
The IHA will receive a fee 
of $150 for every loan pur- 
chased by the servicer. 

Long said those eligible 
would have to make less than 
140 percent of the area me- 
dian income, which would 
equal out to $89,180. 

City Attorney Doug Leh- 
man said the IHA was “al- 
lowing us to piggyback on 
their program.” 

Lehman said the IHA has 
made this offer available to 
other counties, including Al- 
len County. 

Long said if they were to 
do this independently they 
would have to establish a 
“Wabash Housing Agency.” 

Long said the fees the city 
collects would be deposited 
into an account that would 
be used for future housing 
projects. 

District 3 council member 
Terry Brewer said he was 
concerned about the pro- 
gram and wanted to make 
sure there was a way for the 
city to break the agreement 
in the future if they so chose. 
In response, Lehman said 
he didn’t think there was 
anything that would prevent 
them from getting out at any 
particular point in time. 

The resolution then passed, 
with Brewer and at large 
council member Bryan Dil- 
lon voting against it.

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‘They are here with me.’ Surfside families 
return to collapse site for one-year vigil

SURFSIDE, Fla. — The 
empty oceanfront land that 
once was home to the Cham- 
plain Towers South condo 
building slowly filled with 
people again early Friday 
morning. 

The families of the 98 
victims who died when the 
building collapsed a year 
ago, in the early morning 
hours of June 24, gathered 
under a large white tent at 
the eastern edge of the 1.8- 
acre lot in Surfside — sepa- 
rated by a yellow fence from 
an overhang leading down to 
the concrete-and-steel ruins. 

At 1:22am., the crowd 
of a few hundred family 


members and invited guests 
marked the one-year anniver- 
sary of the building collapse. 
The glow from torches lit up 
the tent as family members 
embraced each other. Town 
workers lit a separate gas 
torch across from the site at 
Veterans Park, where it will 
remain until July 20, the day 
the last collapse victim was 
recovered. 

The scene was quiet out- 
side the vigil, except for the 
uplifting Paraguayan music 
that Perla Irala played from a 
small speaker near a banner 
memorializing the names of 
the victims. 

Irala, a Paraguayan living 
in Sunny Isles Beach, lit 
candles and placed flowers 
under the name of Leidy 


Luna Villalba, a 23-year-old 
Paraguayan who died in the 
collapse. She printed out a 
photo of her and carried a 
plaque honoring her life. 

“For me they are here with 
me,’ she said. 

For many family members, 
Friday marked their first 
time stepping foot on the 
grounds. 

Rachel Spiegel, whose 
mother Judy Spiegel died 
in the collapse, said she had 
been near the site before but 
never beyond the fence. 

“T just hope that I feel close 
to my mom,” she said. “I 
miss her.” 

Her brother, Josh Spiegel, 
said it was hard to compre- 
hend that it has been a year 
since his mother died. 


“Cherish every moment 
that you have with your 
loved ones because you nev- 
er know what could poten- 
tially happen,” he said. 

Nearby, dozens of white 
posts representing the vic- 
tims of the collapse had been 
lined up earlier in the day, 
taken out of storage after 
originally being displayed 
near a makeshift memorial 
wall after the collapse. 

Bearing the names of the 
dead, each post featured 
messages of sorrow, com- 
passion and love — written by 
strangers and family mem- 
bers alike. They stretched 
out about 50 feet when lined 
up in two rows, a represen- 
tation of the massive loss of 
life. 
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According to the ISDH, 
another local COVID-19 
death was later reported for 
the week of May 16 to May 
22. That was recorded as 
the 157th local COVID-19 
death after the fact by the 
ISDH. 

On the state level, the 
ISDH announced Tuesday 
that COVID-19 vaccines are 
now available for children 
ages 6 months to 5 years old. 
The vaccines are now avail- 
able at some Indiana provid- 
ers, expanding the popula- 
tion eligible to be protected 
against the disease. 

“The ISDH is urging 
Indiana parents seeking 
COVID-19 vaccines for 
children ages 6 months to 5 
years to contact the vaccine 
site ... or call 211 for assis- 
tance before visiting a vac- 
cine provider to ensure the 
vaccine is available and that 
no appointment is required,” 
stated the ISDH, on Tues- 
day. “Although some sites 
may be able to accommo- 
date walk-ins, many sites, 
including pharmacies and 
hospitals, indicated Tues- 
day afternoon that they are

requiring appointments due 
to limited initial supplies of 
vaccine.” 

The ISDH stated they were 
“working with its external 
vendor to update the online 
registration system ... to al- 
low for additional appoint- 
ment scheduling options for 
this age group as quickly as 
possible.” 

“We recognize that there 
is pent-up demand among 
parents eager to protect 
our youngest Hoosiers, but 
because vaccines are still 
arriving in Indiana for this 
age group, we ask for a lit- 
tle more patience to allow 
supply to catch up with 
demand,” said ISDH chief 
medical officer Lindsay 
Weaver, M.D., FACEP. “As 
with every stage of vac- 
cine rollout, we will see 
increased availability in the 
coming days as more doses 
arrive in the state.” 

The ISDH has updated 
its map at www.ourshot. 
in.gov to show sites that 
have indicated they will of- 
fer the Moderna and Pfizer 
vaccines for this age group. 
Both vaccines received au- 
thorization from the Food 
and Drug Administration 
(FDA) and the Centers for 
Disease Control and Preven- 
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tion (CDC) last week. Initial 
sites will include private 
healthcare providers, lo- 
cal health departments and 
some hospitals and phar- 
macies. Vaccines are cur- 
rently available on a walk- 
in basis at most locations, 
or parents can contact their 
child’s healthcare provider 
to schedule an appointment 
if the provider is offering the 
vaccine. 

As of Friday, the ISDH 
listed 232 sites in the state 
which are administering 
COVID-19 vaccinations 
to those ages 5 years to 6 
months, but none of these 
are in Wabash County yet. 
According to the ISDH, in 
Wabash County, there are 
three vaccination locations 
available including CVS 
Pharmacy, 486 N. Cass St.; 
Kroger Pharmacy, 1309 
N. Cass St.; and Wal-Mart 
Pharmacy, 1601 N. Cass St. 
The Kroger Pharmacy loca- 
tion is vaccinating children 
ages to 5 to 11, and individ- 
uals 12-plus. To schedule 
appointments at this loca- 
tion, call 866-211-5320. 

On May 20, the ISDH 
announced that Hoosiers 
ages 5 to 11 are eligible 
for a booster dose of the 
COVID-19 vaccine. On 
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March 30, the ISDH an- 
nounced that Hoosiers age 
12 and older who have 
weakened immune sys- 
tems and individuals age 
50 and older who received 
a booster dose of an mRNA 
COVID-19 vaccine at least 
four months ago are eligi- 
ble for a second booster. 
Now, the ISDH is advising 
vaccine providers that they 
may also begin administer- 
ing boosters of the Pfizer 
pediatric vaccine to children 
ages 5 to 11 whose last dose 
was administered at least 
five months ago. 

According to the ISDH, as 
of Wednesday, 58.1 percent 
of the state’s eligible pop- 
ulation age 5 and over are 
now fully vaccinated. That 
statewide figure is lower for 
ages 5 to 11, which only has 
21.4 percent of the eligible 
population fully vaccinated. 
On the local level, for the 
zip code 46992, which in- 
cludes Wabash, 43 percent 
of the eligible population 5 
years and over are fully vac- 
cinated.

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Indiana Oath Keeper member indicted on Capitol riot charges 


INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — 
A federal grand jury in Wash- 
ington, D.C., has indicted an 
Indianapolis member of the 
far-right Oath Keepers mi- 
litia group with conspiracy 
and other charges for his role 
in the Jan. 6, 2021, riot at the 


U.S. Capitol. 
The indictment unsealed 
Friday charges Michael 


Greene, 39, with conspiracy 
to obstruct an official pro- 
ceeding, obstruction of an 


official proceeding, con- 
spiracy to prevent an officer 
from discharging any duties, 
entering and remaining in a 
restricted building or grounds 
and tampering with docu- 
ments or proceedings, prose- 
cutors said. 

Greene was arrested in In- 
diana on Thursday. He was 
expected to make his initial 
court appearance later Friday. 

Greene, also known as Mi- 
chael Simmons, was named 


in a superseding indictment 
returned Wednesday that 
also includes seven previous- 
ly charged defendants from 
Ohio, Florida and North Car- 
olina. All have pleaded not 
guilty. 

The indictment said Greene, 
who also used the monikers 
“Whip” and “Whiplash,” par- 
ticipated in an online meeting 
on Nov. 9, 2020, in which 
Oath Keeper founder Elmer 
Stewart Rhodes III, 57, of 


Granbury, Texas, outlined a 
plan to stop the lawful trans- 
fer of presidential power. 
Greene later was chosen by 
Rhodes to be an operations 
leader for activities on Jan. 
6, and over the preceding five 
days; and Greene and others 
transported firearms, ammu- 
nition and related items to the 
Washington area, the indict- 
ment said. 

On Jan. 6, Greene and 
Rhodes left a Virginia hotel 


and drove to the Capitol area. 
At 1:42 p.m., Greene sent a 
text message to an acquain- 
tance saying, “Storming the 
capital,’ along with a photo- 
graph that depicted the ad- 
vancing mob on the west side 
of the Capitol grounds. At 
about 3:09 p.m., Greene tex- 
ted an acquaintance: “Con- 
gress evacuated,” the indict- 
ment said. 

After teams of other Oath 
Keepers entered and exited 


the Capitol, Greene and 
Rhodes met them in a pla- 
za outside the building. 
The indictment alleges that 
sometime on or after Jan. 6, 
Greene deleted from his cell- 
phone certain media, files, 
and communications that 
showed his involvement in 
the activities. 

At least 11 other people 
with Indiana ties have been 
arrested and charged in con- 
nection with the riot. 
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brutal, like it’s terrifying. 
And if they’re going to do 
this, again, what’s next?” 

Marjorie Dannenfelser, 
president of SBA Pro-Life 
America, agreed about the 
political stakes. 

“We are ready to go on of- 
fense for life in every single 
one of those legislative bod- 
ies, in each statehouse and 
the White House,’ Dannen- 
felser said in a statement. 

Trump praised the ruling, 
telling Fox News that it 
“will work out for every- 
body.” 

The decision is expected 
to disproportionately af- 
fect minority women who 
already face limited access 
to health care, according to 
statistics analyzed by The 
Associated Press. 

It also puts the court at 
odds with a majority of 
Americans who favored 
preserving Roe, according 
to opinion polls. 

Surveys conducted by The 
Associated Press-NORC 
Center for Public Affairs 
Research and others have 
shown a majority in favor 
of abortion being legal in 
all or most circumstances. 
But many also support re- 
strictions especially later 
in pregnancy. Surveys con- 
sistently show that about 
1 in 10 Americans want 
abortion to be illegal in all 
cases. 

The ruling came more 
than a month after the stun- 
ning leak of a draft opinion 
by Justice Samuel Alito in- 
dicating the court was pre- 
pared to take this momen- 
tous step. 

Alito, in the final opinion 


issued Friday, wrote that Roe 
and Planned Parenthood v. 
Casey, the 1992 decision that 
reaffirmed the right to abor- 
tion, were wrong had to be 
be overturned. 

“We therefore hold that 
the Constitution does not 
confer a right to abortion. 
Roe and Casey must be 
overruled, and the authori- 
ty to regulate abortion must 
be returned to the people 
and their elected represen- 
tatives,” Alito wrote, in an 
opinion that was very sim- 
ilar to the leaked draft. 

Joining Alito were Thom- 
as and Justices Neil Gor- 


such, Brett Kavanaugh, 
Amy Coney Barrett. The 
latter three justices are 


Trump appointees. Thomas 
first voted to overrule Roe 
30 years ago. 

Four justices would have 
left Roe and Casey in place. 

The vote was 6-3 to up- 
hold the Mississippi law, 
but Chief Justice John Rob- 
erts didn’t join his conser- 
vative colleagues in over- 
turning Roe. He wrote that 
there was no need to over- 
turn the broad precedents to 
rule in Mississippi ’s favor. 

Justices Stephen Breyer, 
Sonia Sotomayor and Ele- 
na Kagan — the diminished 
liberal wing of the court — 
were in dissent. 

“With sorrow — for this 
Court, but more, for the 
many millions of American 
women who have today lost 
a fundamental constitution- 
al protection — we dissent,” 
they wrote, warning that 
abortion opponents now 
could pursue a nationwide 
ban “from the moment of 
conception and without ex- 
ceptions for rape or incest.” 

Attorney General Merrick 
Garland said in a statement 


that the Justice Department 
will protect providers and 
those seeking abortions in 
states where it is legal and 
also “work with other arms 
of the federal government 
that seek to use their lawful 
authorities to protect and 
preserve access to repro- 
ductive care.” 

In particular, Garland said 
that the federal Food and 
Drug Administration has 
approved the use of Mife- 
pristone for medication 
abortions. 

More than 90 percent of 
abortions take place in the 
first 13 weeks of pregnan- 
cy, and more than half are 
now done with pills, not 
surgery, according to the 
Guttmacher Institute, a re- 
search group that supports 
abortion rights. 

Mississippi’s only abor- 
tion clinic, which was at 
the center of Friday’s case, 
continued to see patients 
Friday. Outside, men used 
a bullhorn to tell people in- 
side that they would burn in 
hell. Clinic escorts wearing 
colorful vests used large 
speakers to blast Tom Pet- 
ty’s “I Won’t Back Down” 
at the protesters. 

Mississippi, Alabama, 
Kentucky and Missouri are 
among 13 states, mainly in 
the South and Midwest, that 
already have laws on the 
books to ban abortion in the 
event Roe was overturned. 
Another half-dozen states 
have near-total bans or 
prohibitions after 6 weeks 
of pregnancy, before many 
women know they are preg- 
nant. 

In roughly a half-dozen 
other states, including West 
Virginia and Wisconsin, the 
fight will be over dormant 
abortion bans that were 


enacted before Roe was 
decided in 1973 or new pro- 
posals to sharply limit when 
abortions can be performed, 
according to Guttmacher. 

Outside the barricaded 
Supreme Court, a crowd of 
mostly young women grew 
into the hundreds within 
hours of the decision. Some 
shouted, “The Supreme 
Court is illegitimate,” while 
waves of others, wearing 
red shirts with “The Pro- 
Life Generation Votes,” cel- 
ebrated, danced and thrust 
their arms into the air. 

The Biden administra- 
tion and other defenders of 
abortion rights have warned 
that a decision overturning 
Roe also would threaten 
other high court decisions 
in favor of gay rights and 
even potentially contracep- 
tion. 

The liberal justices made 
the same point in their 
joint dissent: The majority 
“eliminates a 50-year-old 
constitutional right that 
safeguards women’s free- 
dom and equal station. It 
breaches a core rule-of- 
law principle, designed to 
promote constancy in the 
law. In doing all of that, it 
places in jeopardy other 
rights, from contraception 
to same-sex intimacy and 
marriage. And finally, it un- 
dermines the Court’s legit- 
imacy.” 

And Thomas, the member 
of the court most open to 
jettisoning prior decisions, 
wrote a separate opinion in 
which he explicitly called 
on his colleagues to put 
the Supreme Court’s same- 
sex marriage, gay sex and 
contraception cases on the 
table. 

But Alito contended that 
his analysis addresses abor- 


tion only. “Nothing in this 
opinion should be under- 
stood to cast doubt on prec- 
edents that do not concern 
abortion,” he wrote. 
Whatever the intentions 
of the person who leaked 
Alito’s draft opinion, the 
conservatives held firm in 
overturning Roe and Casey. 
In his opinion, Alito dis- 
missed the arguments in 
favor of retaining the two 


decisions, including that 
multiple generations of 
American women have 


partly relied on the right to 
abortion to gain economic 
and political power. 

Changing the makeup of 
the court has been central 
to the anti-abortion side’s 
strategy, as the dissenters 
archly noted. “The Court re- 
verses course today for one 
reason and one reason only: 
because the composition of 
this Court has changed,” the 
liberal justices wrote. 

Mississippi and its allies 
made increasingly aggres- 
sive arguments as the case 
developed, and two high- 
court defenders of abortion 
rights retired or died. The 
state initially argued that its 
law could be upheld with- 
out overruling the court’s 
abortion precedents. 

Justice Anthony Kenne- 
dy retired shortly after the 
Mississippi law took effect 
in 2018 and Justice Ruth 
Bader Ginsburg died in 
September 2020. Both had 
been members of a five-jus- 
tice majority that was main- 
ly protective of abortion 
rights. 

In their Senate hearings, 
Trump’s three high-court 
picks carefully skirted 
questions about how they 
would vote in any cases, in- 
cluding about abortion. 
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access. 


Background: Abortion in Indiana 
is legal up to about 20 weeks, 
with some provisions for medical 
emergencies. Before an abortion, 
patients must undergo an 
18-hour waiting period. Medical 
providers must tell patients 
about the risks involved in abor- 
tion and must say the fetus can 
feel pain around 20 weeks, 
which is disputed. Providers 
must report complications relat- 
ed to abortion; failure to report 
can result in a misdemeanor, 
180 days in jail and a $1,000 
fine. Federal courts have blocked 
several restrictions in Indiana, 
including an attempt to ban a 
common second-trimester abor- 
tion procedure and a law that 
would have required doctors to 
tell pregnant women about a dis- 
puted treatment to potentially 
stop a drug-induced abortion. 


Effect of Supreme Court ruling: 
No immediate change would 
take effect in Indiana. But legis- 
lators unwilling to wait until the 
2023 session could ask Indiana 
Gov. Eric Holcomb to call a spe- 
cial session this summer to start 
modifying the state’s abortion 
laws. 


What’s next: Shortly after the 
Supreme Courts draft decision 
was leaked, Republican lawmak- 
ers said they would not make 
any moves to change Indiana’s 
abortion laws until the court 
releases its official decision. 
Some have expressed interest in 
adopting a law that bans abor- 
tions at the point when a medical 
practitioner can discern a fetal 
heartbeat. That’s usually around 
six weeks, when many women 
don’t even know they are preg- 
nant.

DEAR DATER: “Love bomb- 
ing” is a term describing a 
specific kind of attention 
which is lavished on a po- 
tential partner in order to es- 
sentially ensnare the person 
in a relationship. This refers 
to showering (“bombing”) 
the person with affection, at- 
tention, gifts, compliments, 
and premature declarations 
of friendship or love. 

This technique is often 
used by potential abusers to 
destabilize and control their 
partners. 

Knowing about “love 
bombing” can help to pro- 
tect you in future relation- 
ships. 

It is important that you 
always remain true to your 
most authentic self — but it 
can be hard to locate that 
anchor when yov’re feeling 
overwhelmed or unsure of 
an attraction. 


I’m happy to report that 
a compliment is not neces- 
sarily the first grenade in a 
love-bombing campaign. 

When I was your age, I 
countered every compliment 
with a self-deprecating de- 
nial, until a friend respond- 
ed: “Amy. Just say ‘Thank 
you.” 

“Thank you” is the only re- 
sponse required. After that, 
you should remain in the 
space with an open attitude 
to see what happens next. 

Because you are entering 
this phase of life as a skep- 
tic, a “love bomb” will feel 
completely fake, inauthen- 
tic, premature and manipu- 
lative. 

You will know it when it is 
lobbed in your direction. 

DEAR AMY: I used to be on 
Facebook. I never posted 
much. I’m a private person 
and always felt anxious if I 
did post anything. 

But my husband loves it 
and I swear he lives for it. 

A little over a year ago, we 
lost our son. 

I wrote a poem about this 
and texted it to my husband 
so he could see it. 

My sister-in-law told me, 
“That was a beautiful poem 
you wrote about your son.” 

She had seen it on FB. 

I was livid. My husband 
did not even ask me. He 
just took it upon himself 
and posted it on Facebook. 
That was my poem! I shared 
it with him and he shared it 
with the world. He deleted 
1t.

After stacking up hardware in Ben- 
ton County, Eltzroth took her talents 
to Purdue Fort Wayne where she 
played four years collegiately while 
earning her degree in communicative 
sciences and disorders. 

Eltzroth now works as a speech 
therapist in terms of what’s gotten her 
to this point in her coaching career, 
past mentors and coaches of the game 
deserve a heavy load of her praise. 

“Kids just need someone to push 


them that little bit harder right now 
and I think that playing at a school 
like I did as well as in college, you 
know those limits,’ Eltzroth said. 
“I was in the same situation. I had 
amazing coaches that pushed me past 
those limits and that’s what got me to 
where I was.”

(AP) — Link Jarrett, who 
led Notre Dame to the 
College World Series for 
the first time in 20 years, 
is Florida State’s new 
coach. 

Florida State announced 
the hiring Friday, three 
days after the Irish’s sea- 
son ended in the CWS. 
Jarrett, voted nation- 
al coach of the year by 
the National Collegiate 
Baseball Writers Associ- 
ation, will be introduced 
at a news conference 
Monday. 

The move was anticipat- 
ed. Jarrett is a Tallahas- 
see native, FSU graduate 
and two-time All-Ameri- 
ca shortstop for the Sem- 
inoles (1993-94), and a 
former assistant (2003). 

“He’s a Seminole 
through and through and 
there is no question that 
he will dedicate him- 
self to the success of 
our student-athletes and 
his team,” athletic direc- 
tor Mike Alford said. “I 
know he is excited to be 
returning home and we 
are just as excited to wel- 
come him and his fami- 
ly.” 

Florida State fired 
Mike Martin Jr. on June 
10 after the Seminoles 
failed to advance out of 
the NCAA regionals for 
a second straight year. 
Martin went 77-54 over- 
all in three seasons, and 
Alford said the program 
had underachieved. 

Jarrett went 86-32 in 
three seasons at Notre 
Dame, a .729 winning 
percentage that was sec- 
ond-best in the country. 

The Irish were a No. 2 
regional seed this year 
and had to travel to 
Statesboro, Georgia, for 
regionals, where they 
swept three games before 
going to Knoxville and 
winning a_ three-game 
super regional against 
No. 1 national seed Ten- 
nessee. 

Notre Dame beat Texas 
in its CWS opener before 
losses to Oklahoma and 
Texas A&M ended its 
season at 41-17.

“Having the oppor- 
tunity to come home and 
lead this storied program 
is something I take great 
pride in.”
